NEW ORLEANS (AP) —

left 6 dead and 17 injured. 
Meanwhile, new gunfire was re- 
ported in a mearby building. 


It was quitet from dawn until 


(nearly noorii, but then sniper 
lire rang cint from the Down- 
town Howai?d Johnson Hotel, 
and police marksmen, stationed 
in surrounding buildings with 
high-powered rifles, raked the 
,iotel roof, vtsere the men were 
believed sfi'll: holed up.

Minutes later, police reported 


gunfire on a patrolman sta- 
tioned at an intersection sev- 
eral blocks from the hotel. Au- 
thorities determined that the 
new shots were coming from a 
nearby building, and a police 
armored car was sent to the 
scene. 


The helicopter drew no fire 


on three early morning passes 
over the building, including the 
third pass for the apparent tear 
gas. 


Police, meanwhile, revised 


their list of dead, saying that 
one victim apparently 
was 


counted twice, leaving their of- 
ficial total at six. All were iden- 
tified. 


A Marine lieutenant said one 


sortie included close-up photo- 
graphs of the bunker-like enclo- 
sures used as cover by the 
men. 


The 
enclosures, 
five-inch 


thick concrete-slab rooms, are 
coverings for the steep stairs 
from the 18th floor to the roof. 
Officials said there are two 
right-angle elbows in the 
stairway, making it impossible 
to shoot up and perilous to even 
check out. 


Police said they did not know 


the identity of the three men 
who began their siege from the 
hotel Sunday morning. A sharp- 
shooter, watching the gunmen's 
movements with a 20-power 
telescope, described them as 
black men. 


As the drama continued, 


most of the city's business dis* 
trict 
was 
paralyzed, 
with 


streets blockaded around the 
hotel. Officials allowed no one 
through. 


At midmorning there was 


only speculation about what 
prompted the shootings. Loui- 
siana Atty. Gen. William Guste 
said he would ask for a federal 
investigation. 


Police were moving cautious- 


ly in an effort to prevent fur- 
ther fatalities. The 18-floor ho- 
tel was deserted except for po- 
lice and the surviving snipers. 


One of the snipers was killed 


Sunday night, gunned down by 
policemen riding the big Ma- 
rine Sikorsky chopper during 
one of many assaults on the 
concrete structure atop the roof 
where the snipers holed up. 


A firefight flared before dawn 


when another pass overhead by 
the chopper, with policemen fir- 
ing, forced one of the snipers 
down a stairwell — where three 
policemen were trying to get 
into firing range. 


The three policemen were su- 


perficially wounded in the gun- 


VN talks resume 


PARIS (AP) - Henry A. Kis- 


singer and Hanoi's Le Due Tho 
resumed their peace talks in an 
apparently 
icy 
atmosphere 


today, conferring for 4% hours 
in a suburban villa owned by 
the French Communist party. 


It was the first meeting of 


the two top negotiators since 
the talks were suspended Dec. 
13 and followed by massive 
American bombing raids on 
North Vietnam. 


Resumption of the 
peace 


talks was reportedly part of a 
backstage deal under which 
President Nixon ordered the 
raids halted above the 20th 
Parallel on Dec. 30. North 
Vietnamese public statements 
since then have given no hint of 
a softening in Hanoi's position. 


Tho, as host of today's meet- 


ing, 
seemed to go out of his 


way to demonstrate Hanoi's an- 
ger over the bombing. For the 
first time since the secret talks 
began, Kissinger and his aides 
were given no handshake when 
they arrived and left the meet- 


ing. 


On their arrival, the Ameri- 


cans were left standing for al- 
most a minute at the front door 
of the villa in suburban Gif sur 
Yvette. 
Kissinger 
finally 


pushed open the door and went 
inside. The American negotia- 
tors emerged grim-faced after 
the meeting, again with no 
North Vietnamese official on 
hand to bid them farewell as in 
the past. During previous meet- 
ings, Tho and Kissinger were 
frequently seen shaking hands 
and smiling together. There 
was no information from either 
delegation on what was dis- 
cussed at the meeting, or when 
the two sides 
would 
meet 


again. 


Technical experts met inde- 


pendently to continue their dis- 
cussion of details of a possible 
future cease-fire agreement. 
These discussions apparently 
were not concerned with the 
major political problems still 
under dispute between the two 
sides. 


Tho and Xuan Thuy, the head 


of the North Vietnamese dele- 
gation in Paris, arrived more 
than 20 minutes before the 
Americans and smiled and 
waved at the waiting newsmen. 


Most of the Americans had 


tense, serious expressions when 
they arrived. 


It has been more than 10 


weeks since Kissinger told a 
Washington news conference 
that "peace is at hand." Arriv- 
ing from Washington Sunday 
night in a more subdued mood, 
he said: "The President has 
sent me back to Paris to make 
one more major effort to con- 
clude the negotiations. 
"We 


expect that the talks this time 
will be serious and worthy of 
the yearning of people all over 
the world for an early end of 
the war," Kissinger continued. 
"As far as the United States is 
concerned, we shall dedicate 
ourselves to this effort with pa- 
tience, good will and hope."

The U.S. Command reported 


continued heavy aerial assaults 
on North Vietnam's southern 
panhandle with the object of 
slowing war materiel moving 
down to South Vietnam, Laos 
and Cambodia. 


Forty-five B52s dropped 


about 1,300 tons of bombs, and 
there were 124 strikes by fight- 
er-bombers during the 24-hour 
period ending at 8 a.m. today. 


North Vietnamese and Viet 


Cong attacks in South Vietnam 
dropped from an average of 100 
per day during the past five 
days to 77 tot the 24 houf s end* 
ing at dawn today, the Saigon 
command said. Sixty ol the at- 
tacks were carried out by rock- 
ets and mortars and involved 
no infantry assaults, headquar- 
ters said. 


U.S. spokesmen reported the 


loss of the 33rd American air* 
craft in operations against 
North Vietnam since Dec. 18, 
when the air war was stepped 
up in an attempt to force Hanoi 
to agree to President Nixon's 
peace terms. 


An Air Force F4 Phantom re- 


turning from a combat mission 
in the north crashed in north- 
east Thailand, but the two 
crewmen ejected safely. 


In Laos, a government mili- 


tary spokesman said there has 
been a steady increase in fight- 
ing near the provincial capital 
of Saravane, 280 miles south- 
east of Vientiane. Ten Commu- 
nist soldiers were killed and 
eight wounded during the wee- 
kend, while government troops 
suffered light casualties, the 
spokesman said.

Police on Sunday evening had 


reported a total of 10 persons 
killed. Early today, they low- 
ered the count to seven and 
said the mistake apparently 
was made in duplicate count of 
the dead found on the top floor 
of the hotel. They said three 
bodies, instead of the six origi- 
nally reported, were found on 
the top floor. The other dead in- 
cluded the three policemen and 
a body found in a stairwell.

Union sent an unmanned space- 
craft toward the moon today. 


Tass news agency said Luna 


21's mission "is to further sci- 
entific studies of the moon and 
near-lunar space."

artificial satellite of the earth 
and was placed on a trajectory 
close to the estimated one," the 
agency added.

Nelson wants 
tax-lowering 
legislation 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Leg- 


islation is to be introduced into 
the General Assembly that 
would exempt low-income Ar- 
kansans from the income tax 
and give everyone else a 5 per 
cent tax credit. 


State Sen. Knox Nelson of 


Pine Bluff said he would in- 
troduce the legislation along 
with a proposal to give a 2 per 
cent credit on corporate income 
taxes. 


Nelson said the exemption 


bill would be an administration 
measure that he would sponsor 
in the Senate for Gov. Dale 
Bumpers. He said a large num- 
ber of legislators support the 
tax credit proposals and he will 
introduce them, 
although 


Bumpers is opposed to the pro- 
posals. 


The senator said his legiala- 


tion would grant the tax credits 
only on 1973 and 1974 tax bills 
and that the 1975 General As- 
sembly would have to decide 
whether to retain the credits. 


He described the credit as a 


"surcharge in reverse," with 
the taxpayer taking the credit 
deduction after computing his 
tax bill. 


Nelson said the 
adminis- 


tration exemption bill would 
nullify the income tax in these 
categories: 


—A married couple with two 


or more children and a taxable 
income of $5,000 or less. 


—A married couple with one 


child and a taxable income of 
$4,500 or less. 


—A married couple with no 


children and a taxable income 
of $4,000 or less. 


—A single person with a 


taxable income of $3,000 or 
less. 


Nelson said the state would 


lose about $1 million to $1.2 
million in general revenues 'An- 
nually if the exemption bill is 
approved and that the cost of 
the state treasury of the 5 per 
cent credit would be $3.5 mil- 
lion. He said a reduction of 
about $600,000 in state revenue 
would result because of the cor- 
porate income tax credit. 


The senator said that in light 


of the record revenue surplus 
that is accumulating in the 
state treasury, the state had an 
"obligation" to cut back on 
taxes. He said tax increases ap- 
proved by the legislature in 
1969 and 1971 contributed sub- 
stantially to the surplus, which 
is expected to approach $100 
million by the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year June 30.

Knox Nelson 
of Pine Bluff is the leader of a 
group of legislators who believe 
that the tax increases approved 
by the 1971 session contributed 
substantially to the revenue 
surplus that is expected to ap- 
proach $100 million by the end 
of the fiscal year June 30 and 
think taxpayers should receive 
some relief. 


Both houses were to convene 


at noon, with most of the day 
set aside for organizational de- 
tails. 


Oaths of office will be admin- 


istered at a joint session of the 
General Assembly beginning at 
10a.m. Tuesday. Bumpers, who 
won a landslide re-election vic- 
tory over Republican Len Blay- 
lock will deliver his inaugural 
address at 6:30 p.m. Tuesday in 
the rotunda of the Capitol. A 
reception will be held at 7:30 
p.m. in the governor's confer- 
ence room .and an inaugural 
ball at 9 p.m. at Rick's Armory 
in Little Rock will lop off the 
day. 


There will be seven new sen- 


ators taking seats in the 35- 
member Senate and 29 new 
members in the 100-member 
House of Representatives. Four 
blacks—a senator and three 
representatives—will be among 
the freshmen, the first time 
that blacks will sit in the Gen- 
eral Assembly since the 1893 
session. 


The legislature will be com- 


posed of 99 Democrats and one 
Republican in the House and 34 


Democrats and one Republican 
in the Senate. 


Usually, the legislature gets 


tougher with a governor in his 
second term and presession 
budget hearings of the Ar- 
kansas Legislative Council in- 
dicated that there probably 
would be no departure from 
tradition this year. The council 
showed little hesitation in

Bumpers. 


The council voted to scrap 


the governor's plan for starting 
a statewide public kindergarten 
program.

Bumpers has proposed a capi- 
tal improvements program to 
be financed by the surplus but 
the Legislative Council took no 
action on his recommendations. 


Among the proposed ex- 


penditures are about $19 million 
for expansion and improvement 
of the University of Arkansas 
Medical Center, $10 million for 
the acquisition of wilderness 
areas, the money for the free 
textbook program and $15 mil- 
lion for a state office building. 


The governor has also pro- 


posed setting aside $10 million 
as part of a reserve fund to 
meet unanticipated cost of gov- 
ernmental programs.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Shortly before R o b e r t o 


Clemcnte's death there was 
a story out of Washington, 
D. C., that told of the "boom- 
erang" effect the antidrug 
TV spots by National Foot- 
ball League players w e r e 
having on the young. 


Donald L. Kanter, a psy- 


cho'logist and marketing pro- 
fessor at the University of 
Southern California, cited a 
study he had made. Pro- 
fessor Kanter found that 90 
per cent of the high school 
students he interviewed be- 
lieved the football players 
were "hypocritical," "insin- 
cere." 


This is in stark contrast to 


the way Clemente met his 
death.

Once, for example, he was 


spiked in the arm and foot. 
Yet he came to bat and hit 
a h o m e run. One-handed, 
o n e - l e g g e d . 
He walked 


around the bases. "I have so 
much God-given talent that I 
can play when I ache so 


bad," he later recalled. "But 
my manager did not under- 
stand. He thought I was hot- 
dogging it." 


He was concerned about 


the public's conception of 
him. "I am no fancy fellow," 
he affirmed. "But once you 
get an image, no matter 
what, you die with t h a t 
image." The image that the 
world will carry of Roberto 
Clemente is not one of a man 
with a creaky back, nor of 
one with a .22 gauge arm, 
but of a man who cared 
about people and was com- 
mitted to doing something 
about it. 


After Clemenle's p l a n e 


c r a s h e d off the coast of 
Puerto Rico, President Anas- 
tacio Somoza of Nicaragua 
sent a cable of condolence to 
Clemente's wife and three 
young sons: "He died a hero, 
leaving his family in order to 
aid humanity." 


Somoza, appropriately, did 


not say sports hero. That 
would have been too utterly 
limiting.

Shipley calls NCAA 
charges 'political' 


NEW YORK (AP) - Coach 


Beryl Shipley 
leads South- 


western Louisiana against Cin- 
cinnati tonight, but can be ex- 
cused for not having his com- 
plete mind on the college bas- 
ketball game. 


Shipley has other things to 


think about—125 other things as 
a matter of fact. 


That's the number of player 


recruiting violations he's al- 
leged to have committed. 


Shipley, however, calls the 


charges by the National Colle- 
giate Athletic Association "po- 
litical." 


"Ninety-five per cent of our 


trouble" stems from charges 
made by a disgruntled gradu- 
ate assistant that Shipley fired 
two years ago, the coach insist- 
ed on the eve of a college bas- 
ketball doubleheader at nearby 
Nassau Coliseum in Uniondale. 


Shipley added that he was 


also caught in a political 
squeeze from schools who re- 
sented Southwestern's recent 
rise as a national power and by 
Louisiana 
officials, who re- 


sented the fact that he had 


made a success with black 
stars. 


The trouble came to light on 


the ^ges of two Louisiana 
newspapers—the New Orleans 
Times-Picayune and the Alex- 
andria Town Talk. In weekend 
stories, they reported that Ship- 
ley was being charged by the 
NCAA with several recruiting 
violations. A key charge includ- 
ed making arrangements for 
basketball prospects to take il- 
legal entrance exams. 


The NCAA had asked Shipley,

But on 
Saturday, a federal court judge 
barred the NCAA from holding 
the hearing. U.S. District Court 
Judge Richard Putman signed 
a restraining order at the re- 
quest of William Guste, Loui- 
siana's attorney general.

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EPA does 'all it can' to clean up Mississippi oil spill

Environmental 
Protection 


Agency says it has done about 
all it can to clean up a massive 
Mississippi River Oil spill 
spawned by four 
petroleum 


barges involved in a river 
accident which killed two 
sailors. 


Early today, the diesel oil 


stretched 
downstream 
past 


Greenville, Miss., to near the 
Louisiana state line—a distance 
of about 150 miles. 


There will be "unquantifiable 


damage" to the biology of the 
area involved, which is rich in 
fish and wildlife, EPA said. 


"As far as the oil mop up, 


we've done about all we can 


do," said the EPA's Hagan 
Thompson of Atlanta, one of 
the agency's emergency offi- 
cers on the scene. 


"Some of it the oil will end 


up in the Gulf of Mexico, even- 
tually," he said. "This ranks as 
possibly the biggest spill on the 
inland waterways." 


The river, swelled by almost 


daily rainfall during the past 
two months and moving at a 10- 
mile-per-hour speed at points, 
remained choppy Sunday as 
government workers battled 
freezing rain and brisk wind in 
their effort to spread oil-ab- 
sorbing chemicals and gather 
the oil into bombs. 


Efforts to corral the oil were 


about doomed from the start 
because of the more than 
double rate of speed of the riv- 
er and its churning 'surface, 
EPA said. 


"The accumulations are so 


fragmented there is no way to 
pick them up, they are so dif- 
fused," Thompson said. 


The diffusion of the diesel oil 


did, however, probably save 
some downstream municipal 
water supplies from 
being 


harmed, he said, since concen- 
trations are not heavy in any 
single spot. 


By Sunday night, close to one 


million gallons of oil 
had 


spewed out of the barges in- 
volved, EPA said. 


The oil slick began devel- 


oping when the barges, being 
transported from Norco, La., to 
Wood 
River, 
111., by 
the 


towboat "Double D," broke 
away in heavy mist and raced 
wildly downstream, battering 
each other as they went. 


One of them slammed side-

Watergate 7 
trial begins

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Watergate affair, one of the 
spicier issues of last fall's pres- 
idential election, has finally 
reached its day in court. Seven 
men go on trial today on 
charges of breaking into the 
Democratic party's national 
headquarters. 


The trial could take up to 


three months to complete, with 
the jury sequestered to insulate 
it from the anticipated glare of 
publicity. Because of the con- 
troversy and high interest in 
the case 1,000 prospective ju- 
rors have been called. 


The defendants, including for- 


mer White House aides and of- 
ficials of President Nixon's re- 
election campaign, are charged 
with breaking into the Demo- 
cratic National Committee's 
headquarters in Washington's 
Watergate complex. 


Five of the men were cap- 


tured at gunpoint inside the 
sixth-floor offices at 4:30 a.m. 
last June 17 at a time when 
Democrats were winding up a 
long run of presidential pri- 
mary races. 


The incident immediately be- 


came a campaign isue because 
of the links between the men 
and the Nixon administration 
and campaign.

ingredient 
which 


didn't taste nice and did no 
good. 


I do not have any prob- 


lems and am not under any 
stress. All my tests are fine. 
I even tried vitamins. If you 
can tell me anything or rec- 
ommend anything I would 
certainly appreciate it very 
much. This is not a life and 
death matter, but it is an 
irritating problem. 


Dear 
Reader—You have 


given a good description of 
the geographic tongue, par- 
ticularly in saying that it 
can disappear almost over- 
night. Some of the taste buds 
on the tongue enlarge and 
others decrease in size, caus- 
ing a hill and valley effect 
which gives rise to the term, 
geographic tongue. 


The reason your doctors 


haven't done anything more 
for you is because the con- 
dition isn't well understood 
in terms of defining any spe- 
cific cause, and the treat- 
ment is even poorer. It is 
indeed fortunate that this 
problem 
isn't 
a 
serious 


medical disorder, consider- 
ing how little we really 
know about it. Mouthwashes 


are sometimes tried in tlm 
hopes 
of eradicating 
uny 


non-specific infectious agent, 
and usually they don't ac- 
complish very much. Vita- 
mins are sometimes 
tiiod 


because 
similar 
disorders 


related to vitamin deficien- 
cies 
are 
sometimes 
ob- 


served. The most likely ones 
would be 
the 
vitamin B 


complex 
group, 
and 
you 


might be well advised to 
take a daily vitamin B com- 
plex tablet or capsule, but 
don't expect too much. 


In addition to that you 


would be well advised to 
avoid the use of coffee, al- 
cohol, tobacco, spices and 
hot irritating drinks. 


It seems to me that per- 


haps 
the most important 


thing that needs to be done 
has 
already 
been 
accom- 


plished in your case, name- 
ly, making certain that you 
realize what you have is not 
"a life and death matter" 
and is not a serious health 
problem. 


The tongue is often a good 


indicator of health, When 
the doctor asks a patient to 
"stick out your tongue" he 
can learn a great deal. The 
cigarette smoker and coffee 
drinker 
usually 
have 
a 


stained tongue. The vitamin 
popper may have a red stain 
from the food-coloring dye in 
some vitamin capsules. A 
number of vitamin deficien- 
cies can alter the appear- 
ance of the tongue. Perni- 
cious anemia 
causes the 


tongue 
to 
be 
pale and 


smooth with characteristic 
changes. A furred tongue 
may be seen in digestive up- 
sets or in mouth breathers 
(then the problem is finding 
out why the person breathes 
through the mouth). Ulcers 
of the tongue caused by var- 
ious diseases are important.

WASHINGTON (AP)-A de- 


mand by a citizens' group for a 
complete federal ban on com- 
mercials 
during 
children's 


television programs comes up 
for hearings today before the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 


The commission has given no 


sign as to how it will act on the 
knotty legal and moral ques- 
tions raised by a petition filed 
in February 1970 by Action for 
Children's Television—ACT—a 


citizens' group based in Newton 
Center, Mass. 


In addition to a ban on com- 


mercials, the petition asked the 
FCC to require a minimum of 
H hours' programming a week 
for young people, and pro- 
gramming for age groups: 2-5 
yean; old, 6-9, and 10-12. 


For 
2',fe days commission 


members will hear oral argu- 
ments from church, women's, 
union and civic groups and 
from representatives of the TV 


industry, advertisers, including 
toy and food manufacturers, 
and others. 
Then the commissioners will 


wrestle with the issue of wtfat 
they can and should do. "That's 
one of the questions—how far 
we can go, or if we can do any- 
thing," an FCC spokesman 
said. 


In 65 volumes of comment al» 


ready filed by the industry in 
opposition to the ACT petition, 
the networks and stations argue 


that the basic communications 
act does not give the FCC au- 
thority to ban commercials 
from children's programs. 


The industry raised these oth* 


er objections: The proposal 
would violate the 1st Amend- 
ment, it would run counter to 
long-standing 
policy 
which 


makes stations responsible for 
programming that serves the 
public interest, it is unworkable 
because it is impossible to de- 
fine what is a children's pro- 


gram, and it is self-defeating 
because it would dry up the 
sources of funding for such pro- 
grams. 


On the other hand, the com* 


mission has received more than 
100,000 letters from individuals 
who endorse the ACT propos- 
als-the 
biggest 
outpouring 


from the public in the FCC's 
history. 


Effective at the start of this 


year, the National Association 
of Broadcasters acted to limit 


the number of commercial min- 
utes from 16 to 12 per hour be- 
tween 7 a.m. and 2 p.m. on 
weekends. About two4Wrds of 
the nation's 600 TV stations 
subscribe to the association's 
code. 


A study made for the FCC by 


Dr. Alan Pearce, a commu- 
nications economist, found that 
a ban on commercials during 
children's programs would cost 
the networks $65 million in rev- 
enue.

The court, in an opinion writ- 


ten by Associate Justice John 
A. Fogleman, rejected defense 
contentions that Circuit Court 
Judge Randall L. Williams er- 
red in permitting the girl to 
testify and in refusing to 
transfer the case to Juvenile 
Court. 
Fogleman said a precise age 


had never been fixed by Ar- 
kansas law for declaring a 
child either a competent or an 
incompetent witness in a crimi- 
nal trial. The justice said this 
gave trial judges wide latitude 
in determining the competency 
of a child witness and that the 
Supreme Court finds no abuse 
of this discretion when "the 
child realizes that he is obli- 
gated to tell the truth and that 
he will be punished for not 
doing so..."
